One of the newspaper 
dispatches recently reports, we cannot say 
how accurately, that the Marquis of North- 
ampton at a meeting of the British and For- 
eign Bible Society predicted that the Society 
would yet use the aeroplane and drop down 
Bibles to those who need them.

As illustrating the growing interest in the 
foreigner, the Second An- 
nual Summer School and 
Conference for Christian 
Workers was held at the 
Thological Seminary (Pres- 
byterian) at Bloomfield, 
N. J., from June 13th to 
18th, under the leadership 
of the Rev. Dr. Samuel 
McLanahan, of Lawrence- 
ville, N. J. 

This Conference is es- 
pecially, but not exclusive- 
ly, for those using other 
tongues than English, and 
is an indication of the deep. 
and growing interest of the 
leading Christian Churches 
in the business of caring for 
foreigners. Here is a theo- 
logical school which for the 
time being becomes the 
center of special training 
for colporteurs and relig- 
ious workers who labor 
among foreigners; and especially for foreign- 
ers who work among foreigners, their aim 
being to make them “‘no longer strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow citizens with the saints”’ 
and fellow citizens also of this republic. The 
subiects treated show a wide range of thought: 
the Greek Orthodox Church, the great Prot- 
estant Churches, Christian Worship, the 
Scriptures and Other Religious Literature, 
besides the more practical questions which 
would profit those called to this peculiar serv- 
ice. Doubtless other churches are doing like- 
wise and will do even more in the future. 
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Some of the colporteurs of the Atlantic 
Agency were present at the Conference and 
felt it a great benefit. The Eastern Agency 
uses five students of this seminary as col- 
porteurs. 


Ir is difficult to make an exactly accurate 
statement in describing moral conditions. A 
paragraph on the first page of the June num- 
ber of the RECoRD needs correction in order 
to be accurate as to fact. It refers to the 
way in which immigrants coming into this 
country are met, and reads as follows: ‘When 
they reach our country, who meets them to 
look after their welfare ? The Christian peo- 
ple of America? No. The saloon-keeper, the 
agent of the white slave trade, the grafter— 
in fact, anyone who desires to make com- 
merce out of their bodies or souls.”’ 

One of our correspondents who, with her 
esteemed father, has been engaged for years 
in meeting the immigrants, calls our atten- 
tion to this error, which we are glad to cor- 
rect. What was evidently intended by Mr. 
Horton, who wrote the article, was that Chris- 
tian people as a class make little effort to 
reach immigrants as compared with the forces 
of sin, who are prompt and effective in their 
evil work. 

We rejoice to acknowledge what has been 
done by such societies as the Immigrants’ 
Home in East Boston, the various Bible and 
tract societies, and many other agencies which 
do thorough and effective work, and such work 
is evidently on the increase.

Are Contributions Still Needed? 


E present the usual table of receipts 
from the four sources for May, 
1910, as compared with May, 1909, and for 
April, 1910, as compared with the same two 
months for 1909. It will be seen that con- 
tributions from the churches for the two- 
month period have increased—those from in- 
dividuals somewhat diminished. The gifts 
from auxiliaries are less than one-third what 
they were last year. The total shows a dim- 
inution of one-half, but the most of this is in 
legacy receipts.

Yours truly, 

This is a very natural inquiry and, we fear, 
indicates a very widespread misapprehen- 
sion, and one likely to do much harm. We 
have replied that it is emphatically necessary 
for every auxiliary society to continue its 
gifts, and, we may add, for every church and 
every individual to do likewise. One of the 
dangers of an endowment or of any specially 
large gift lies just here: that the impression 
will go forth that the Society needs nothing. 
It is speaking soberly to say that what has 
been given is but the beginning of what is 
needed if the American Bible Society is to do 
its share of the Bible work of the world. 
Both at home and abroad the opportunities 
immediately pressing upon us call for an 
enlargement of our work, and this enlarge- 
ment to be permanent must be sustained 
by enlarged gifts in the future as in the

phrases, winged steeds of the imagination, 
ready to bear one swiftly from commonplace 
duties to the true realities of the mind and 
of the heart. I hardly know which of the 
two was the better steed. One had to do 
with many actual happenings, but was filled 
with a spirit all its own; the other told no 
story, but gave one all the background for 
any number of tales and fancies. 

You have no doubt already named my titles 
and recognized as old friends, ‘‘The Bible in 
Spain’? and “Castles in Spain.’? Whoever 
did write a better tale of the “‘open road”’ 
than George Borrow when he described his 
adventures as a Bible colporteur in this fas- 
cinating country; and was there ever an- 
other title that gave such carte blanche to 
all one’s wishes and desires as “ Castles in 
Spain”? 

And here I am on the open road with Bibles 
in my kit and castles on every hilltop. This 
needs a little modification, as most stories do. 


What I really have with me is the new version 
of the four Gospels in Spanish which was just 
issued from our presses at the Bible House 
on my departure on this pilgrimage. And 
the castles are only here and there on the 
mountain tops as we ride comfortably through 
the fertile vegas or climb the slopes of the 
Sierras. But the castles are here and so is 
the Bible and so am I; and this last is very 
interesting to me, for it is the fulfillment of 
many a dream. How many of our dreams 
come true if we only look life over and give 
God thanks. 

But what of Spain? Has it any of its an- 
ticipated charm? Does it appeal? Most 
certainly it does. In this month of May it is 
bewildering in its beauty. In all months it 
must be impressive in its majestic scenery. 
The first days were in Andalusia. We had 
left the waste of waters, with just a remem- 
bered touch of the peaks of the Azores and 
the busy quay of San Miguel, and had entered 
the sparkling straits that separate Europe, 
with its science and art and letters, from 
Africa, with its millions in ignorance and 
superstition and squalor. The mountains tow- 
ered up on either shore, black, mysterious, 
the blue Mediterranean laughed in the sun- 
light, and we wondered not that every Eng- 
lishman carried himself with complacency as 
the steamer dropped anchor off the mighty 
rock of Gibraltar. 

Before evening we had crossed the great 
bay westward to the Spanish shore and were 
resting in a garden of Eden, looking out from 
windows fragrant with the odors of innumer- 
able flowers, across the bay to the mighty 
fortress, lighted by the rays of the setting 
sun, later illumined by the soft light of the 
moon, and girt about the long night through 
by a glittering zone of light, with one supreme 
jewel flashing out over the waters from Eu- 
ropa Point. But this is England and not 
Spain. I was, however, in Spain, in the spot 
where the Algeceiras Conference was so re- 
cently held. When the principles of the 
New Testament everywhere prevail the for- 
tress will be no more, but the garden will re- 
main. 

From Algeceiras to Granada is a day’s run. 
The scenery is both charming and sublime. 
The journey inland for three or four hours, 
through cork woods, some brown from their 
shearing, with nearby freight trains piled 
high with the bark, and through beautiful 
groves of olives, one gets to love ‘‘the little

that give a leap to the heart. ‘The fields are 
all cultivated, but there are few or no villages. 
The scenery grows wilder. Gorges arethreaded 
up the course of rushing streams. There, 
surely, there is an old ruined castle, and 
there is another, brown, crenelated, on a 
sharp summit, and they tell the story of the 
Moors twelve hundred years ago. What a 
story it is! 

This whole land is a palimpsest, written 
over with the adventures and enterprise of 
Phenicians and Carthaginians, and Romans 
and Goths, and Moors and Catholic kings, 
and now showing a new writing of industry 
and peace. 

We come to Bobadilla, pathetic name, just 
a dreary junction—to this is the proud name 
of the most unfortunate of the great Moorish 
princes reduced—Bobadilla, who had to sur- 
render his imperial fortress and palace of the 
Alhambra to Ferdinand just the year that 
Columbus went forth to discover the New 
World. 

The mountains now are grander, and we 
climb and climb, but here and there are great 
far-reaching valleys with waving fields of 
grain, and everywhere wildflowers in amazing 
profusion. The towns, as we come to them,

General Assemblies, Synods, and General Confer- 
ence—Recent Actions Concerning the 
American Bible Society 


E present, as usual, the action of sever- 

al of the great religious bodies which 

met during the month of May and were vis- 
ited by representatives of the Society: 


The Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 
(North) 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church North gave Secretary Fox a cordial 
and sympathetic hearing at the very beginning 
of the session. In response to his description 
of the completion of the Million Dollar En- 
dowment Fund and the happy coincidences of 
other large gifts of Mr. John S. Kennedy and 
others, the Assembly passed the following 
resolution : 

The General Assembly repeats, with re- 
newed earnestness, the recommendations of 
former Assemblies concerning the American 
Bible Society as an ally and assistant of all 
our Mission Boards, and a pioneer of evangeli- 
zation at home and abroad. Its service is 
obviously essential to the success of all our 
home and foreign missionary undertakings. 
The Assembly especially thanks all benevo- 
lent individuals who have provided the Society 
with the sum of one million dollars as a per- 
petual endowment. 


The Presbyterian Church in the U. S. (South) 

The Presbyterian Church in the United 
States (Southern Presbyterian), according to 
its usual custom, had a standing Committee 
on the Bible Cause—“ Standing,” that is, 
during the session of the Assembly, in addi- 
tion to the Permanent Committee which holds 
over from year to year. The Standing Com- 
mittee gave consideration to the whole sub- 
ject, receiving the report of the Permanent 
Committee, and presented the following re- 
port, which was adopted by the Assembly : 

Your Standing Committee on Bible Cause 
respectfully submits the following: 

After a thorough examination of the report 


of your Permanent Committee on the Vital 
Cause of Orthodox Religion, we desire to 
emphasize certain facts contained therein, and 
gathered also from other reliable sources: 

During the past year the American Bible 
Society increased its Home Agencies to nine, 
and now nearly the whole United States is 
covered and the Word of God printed and 
distributed in seventy different languages. 
The work in foreign lands is even more en- 
couraging. For example, in China the circu- 
lation was more than doubled, showing an 
increase for the year of over 500,000 volumes. 

The total issue of the Society at home and 
abroad amounts to nearly 2,900,000, an in- 
crease approximately of 675,000 over that of 
a year ago, and 590,000 in excess of any year 
in its history. 

About half of the printing was done in New 
York City, the other half in Turkey, Siam, 
Syria, China and Japan. 

We of the Presbyterian Church, U. S., are 
particularly interested in the work of the 
Agencies located within the bounds of our 
Assembly, and note with pleasure that, through 
these Agencies, there were distributed at least 
165,000 volumes. To God be all the praise! 

We would respectfully recommend the fol- 
lowing for your adoption: 

1. That the overture of Pine Bluff Presby- 
tery, ‘To join in a request to the American 
and British Bible Societies to take such steps 
as may be necessary for the preparation and 
publication of a revised edition of the Holy 
Scriptures which shall retain the best and 
most generally received renderings of the 
King James and the American Standard Re- 
vised Versions, so that we may have a 
version which will be generally accepted as” 
the standard by all orthodox churches of the 
world,” be answered in the negative. 

2. That the request of the Society that the 
Synodical and Presbyterial Committees on 
Bible Cause keep in close touch with the 
Agencies within their respective bounds be 
earnestly enjoined upon them. 

3. That our Sessions do make, wherever it 
may appear needful, some adequate provision 
for the local sale of the Bible, by enlisting 


. 
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the services of some consecrated Christian to 
this end, and that our ministers and people 
earnestly strive to supply the destitute around 
them with the Word of God. 

4. That our churches be exhorted to re- 
member this great cause in their prayers and 
to contribute financially to its growing needs 
with generous liberality at such a time as 
may be selected by the Committee on Syste- 
matic Beneficence. 

5. That the first Sabbath in September be 
set apart as ““Bible Day” in our Sabbath 
schools. And we further recommend that 
this “Bible Day’ be observed under the di- 
rection of our General Superintendent of 
Sabbath schools. 

6. That in view of the fundamental impor- 
tance of the Bible in its influence upon the life 
and character, we deplore the tendency to ex- 
clude it from our public schools and other 
educational institutions, and would urge our 
people to use every legitimate effort to restore 
it to its proper place. 

7. That the Assembly herewith expresses 
to the American Bible Society its grateful ap- 
preciation of the admirable address of Rev. 
H. C. Tucker and the written communication 
of Rev. John Fox, D.D., its worthy represen- 
tatives. 

8. That the present Permanent Committee 
on Bible Cause, consisting of Rev. T. H. Law, 
Rev. J. S. Watkins, Rev. J. T. Plunket, 
Messrs. T. J. Moore and George Allen, be re- 
elected. 

Signed by order of the Committee. 


It will be seen that the Southern Church 
gives minute and particular attention to this 
great subject and to the American Bible So- 
ciety in a manner which few, if any, ecclesi- 
astical bodies follow. 

Admirable as the report is and gratifying 
to the Society, the General Assembly did one 
thing still most satisfactory. Among other 
things it received the report of an “‘Ad In- 
terim Committee’’ on co-ordinating with the 
Executive Committees, or Agencies of the 
Church, a printed copy of which is before us. 
The ‘‘ Executive Committee,” in the parlance 
of the Southern Church, corresponds in gen- 
eral to the Boards of other churches, though 
having, however, somewhat different relation 
to the Church as a whole. This ad interim 
committee, after a year’s consideration, 
brought in a variety of proposals, among 
which that which affects the American Bible 

Society is found under paragraph 4, section 
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A, which provides that ‘‘ the number of special 
collections ordered by the Assembly be re- 
duced to eight, two to Foreign Missions, two to 
Home Missions, two for ministerial education 
and relief, one for Sunday-school work and 
publication, and one for Bible Cause.’’ ‘This 
last, of course, is the “‘Cause’’ for which this 
Society stands, and which is thus recognized 
again to be the regular “Agency” of the 
Presbyterian Church in the United States. 
This is all the more striking as the author- 
ized and appointed annual collections were 
reduced from nineteen to eight. Such a rec- 
ognition places the Society in a place of high 
honor and importance before the Church. 


The General Assembly of the United Presby- 
terian Church 

The General Assembly of the United 
Presbyterian Church which met in Philadel- 
phia received cordially the Rev. Walter S. 
Elliot, of China, now at home on furlough, 
who addressed the Assembly in behalf of 
the Society. The following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the Assembly has heard with 
pleasure the representative of the American 
Bible Society, and rejoices in its progress 
and success, and especially in the splendid 
increase of its endowment, and anew com- 
mends it to the favor of the people. 


General Synod of Reformed (Dutch) Church 
in America 

The General Synod of the Reformed 
(Dutch) Church in America, meeting at As- 
bury Park, N. J., was visited and addressed 
by the Rev. Dr. Dwight, who was cordially 
received. The following action was taken :

The General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South

ville, N. C., adopted the following: 


We rejoice in the tidings of the success of 
this great and historic organization during the 
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past quadrennium, brought to us by its cor- 
responding secretary, Dr. William I. Haven, 
of New York, in his most excellent address 
before our Conference, and more fully set 
forth in the reports submitted to us for our 
consideration. Its circulation during the 
quadrennium of almost 9,000,000 Bibles, Tes- 
taments, and portions in over one hundred 
different languages, is ground for profound 
congratulation and thanksgiving. Its receipt 
during the quadrennium from legacies, indi- 
vidual gifts, and church collections of over a 
million and a half dollars, is ample evidence 
of its substantial place among the great be- 
nevolent and missionary enterprises of our 
Protestant Christianity. 

We have heard with especial pleasure of its 
completion of its campaign to raise the five 
hundred thousand dollars necessary to secure 
Mrs. Russell Sage’s offer of a like amount, 
and of its enlarged plans for meeting not only 
the needs of the foreign field, but of the home- 
land as well. : 

Our pleasure in the reports brought to us, 
however, has not been without an element of 
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sincere regret. As we have heard of the 
doors swinging open before this . Society 
throughout the world and of the great de- 
mand laid upon it to continue in much en- 
larged measure its 
work; as we have considered its primary and 
vital relationship to all of our plans for an ad- 
vance in our task of world-wide evangeliza- 
tion, we have felt the pitiful inadequacy even 
of its present increased resources. We have 
likewise been made to feel the necessity that 
our Church should pledge to this great organ- 
ization not only its usual loyalty and support, 
but also the necessity of its increasing that 
support in an appreciable degree. 

We therefore recommend that we set as our 
minimum annual collection for this cause dur- 
ing the next quadrennium a sum equal to two 
cents per capita for our entire membership. 

We also recommend that as about forty per 
cent of our Annual Conference are already 
using the assessment plan, and successfully, 
that all our Conferences adopt it instead of 
relying upon the haphazard and uncertain 
methods hitherto employed. 


The Year in Siam 


HE report from Siam for the year is 
chiefly written by Mr. Cameron, with 
some prelude by Dr. Carrington, who, how- 
ever, has been absent during the most of the 
year. It calls attention to the new treaty be- 
tween Great Britain aud Siam, the improved 
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penal code, the census which shows the city 
of Bangkok to have 628,000 people, and the 
introduction of the decimal system of coin- 
age, which latter will doubtless have direct 
bearing on our work. Thirteen colporteurs 
were at work seven and three-quarter months, 
besides Mr. Cameron, who 
worked for twelve months,

Lower Siam is historic mission ground; 
there in early days were Abeel and Gutzlaff, 
sand as far back as 1819 a little catechism was 
{printed in Burma, translated by Mrs. Anne 
|Hazletine Judson, who had become interested 
in Siamese captives taken prisoner in war 
and brought by their captors to live in Burma. 
iBut notwithstanding this early beginning and 
ithe large number of able, devoted men and 
‘women who have given their lives to this 
work, no great ingathering has yet been 
jmade; the Siamese are not easily reached 
-and held. Buddhism, the state religion, is 
}impressive and is wonderfully adapted to the 
‘natural man, especially to a polygamous and 
easy-going race. Men of other nationalities 
who have come here do not help the situa- 
tion; they come to make money and enjoy 
themselves. 

Yet the Siamese are a reading people; the 
majority seem able to read and they part with 
their money more easily than do the majority 
of Asiatics, one reason being that they have 
more of it than most of their neighbors. This 
is seen by contrasting them with the resident 
Chinese; they may have much more money 
than the Siamese, yet it is much harder to 
make a sale to one of them. I have been 
greatly interested in studying the situation 
while making several trips with the Rev. W. 
M. Cameron last year, when he was repre- 
senting the Society during the absence of Dr. 
Carrington on furlough. 

Wherever one goes there is a market for 
books. We set out one morning in this city, 
where the Bible has been sold for years, and 
stopping at each shop in turn, we sold to a 
large proportion of the proprietors, and, inci- 
dentally, to passers-by. This gives oppor- 
tunity to speak of our Lord’s mission and 
saving grace. Often with the Chinese the 
best introduction is the first sentence in Gene- 
sis or the first in John’s Gospel, “In the be- 
ginning.’”’ The Chinese like to go back to 
We closed this forenoon in a 


tion is arrested and perhaps they sometimes 
buy that we may not be offended or “‘lose 
face’’; at any rate, they buy, and that is what 
we are out for. 

The railway system of Siam is a great help 
to the Bible Society’s Agent, enabling him to 
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go out in the early morning, reach a large 
town or city, make good sales, and return in 
the evening. I accompanied such expeditions 
to Tachin, a large fishing village and a rail- 
way terminal also, to Ayuthia, the ancient 
capital of Siam, and to Petriu, another rail- 
way terminal and large rice-shipping point 
east of Bangkok. Each of these large centers 
of population is on a river; indeed, Ayuthia 
is quite a Venice, with many waterways di- 
viding one part of the city from another, which 
makes it possible to hire a boat and reach a 
great many people who live in boats or in 
floating houses. 
Quite different was our trip to Korat, eight 
hours by rail from Bangkok, the railway ter- 
minal nearest the border of French Indo- 
China; this, like many Siamese cities, is com- 
posed chiefly of one long street lined on either 
side with shops owned and kept by Chinese, 
but very few Siamese permanent tradesmen. 
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Nevertheless most of our sales were Siamese 
books, 500 to 1,700; and every purchase by a 
Chinese customer meant much talk on our 
part and all the salesmanship available. They 
knew these to be “‘ Jesus books,’’ and had no 
especial desire for them. One man I remem- 
ber calling on three times; he was determined 
to get a set of the Gospels and Acts, and 
either Genesis and Exodus or Psalms and Prov- 
erbs, for one half the price asked for them, 
and that a nominal figure. Finally, I asked 
the usual Chinese questions as to his surname 
and native town. Once he found that I had 
often visited the place and knew several of 
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his old neighbors, out came the full price for 
the books, and also the social pot of tea. 
No one could surmise how long it had been 
brewing, and I must needs drink several 
cups. Weclosed this campaign in the Korat 
market—a huge corrugated iron structure 
—which we reached just after the noon 
hour. For some time ‘no sale could be 
closed, but as soon as one set of Siamese 
Scripture portions was sold trade became 
brisk, and we sold them by the score. 
With a bare half dozen Siamese phrases at 
command I sold more Siamese than Chinese 
copies. 


From the Colored People 


HE Agency for the Colored People of the 
South reports this year a record circu- 

lation of 27,976 copies, being 9,630 Bibles, 
5,752 Testaments, and 12,594 portions. Nine 
persons were employed during the year who 


spent 2,245 days in the work, traveling 20,057 


miles, and visiting 257 towns and viliages. 
These brief figures signify much more than 
can be told. The evangelization and educa- 
tion of the negro population of this country 
is a serious business; perhaps there is none 
more so among all the many “ problems”’ 
which are discussed and re-discussed. Their 


peculiarities as a race and people are known, 
and there are many circumstances that make 
the business of going from village to village 
and town to town, bringing the Bible to their 
humble homes, exceedingly necessary.

The picture of a 
young man reading the Bible to an aged and 
lowly man and woman is not a colporteur of 
ours, but a man likeminded—one of a band 
of 125 students from the Hampton Institute 
who go out on such helpful errands every 
Sunday. One of our needs is just such men 
to act as colporteurs. “‘Pray ye therefore the 
Lord of the harvest”’ is a good prayer for all 
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who have a part in this great and blessed 
business. We are indebted to the Southern 
Workman, the organ of the Hampton Insti- 
tute, for permission to use this picture. 


Mr. Groves, colporteur, writes: ‘‘ This is a 
fine field. It would do you good to see how 
the people rush upon me for Bibles. They 
come ten miles or more for the books, and 
when they return home they send in their 
friends and neighbors to get books. They ask 
me daily how it is possible for them to get the 
Bible at such low figures. 

“Iam in a progressive little city of six 
thousand inhabitants, mostly colored. There 
are a few manufacturing enterprises, the 
largest being the Atlantic Coast Lumber Com- 
pany, which employs several hundred men. 
Some of the colored people own pretty homes 
and arein good business—grocery stores, fish 
markets, meat markets, barber shops, under- 
taking establishments. There are a large 
graded school and six churches for the colored 
people. My reports will show that I have 
sold more than 1,200 books during the eight 
weeks I have been here. Many of the books 
are gone several miles into the country to the 
isolated homes and to the lumber camps, and 
Iam sure that they will have their effect in 
the hearts and minds of the people.’’ 

Mr. Benton, who has a field of mountains, 
valleys, and plains, writes: ““I am at this 
place and cannot see how I can do any good, 
as it is made up of Catholics. Through God’s 
help, I stood my ground and am glad to send 
you the number of Bibles I put out. I have 
cried in the homes of my people, ‘ Read, read 
the blessed Book and you will find the true 
guide from earth to heaven.’ ; 

“The policemen of this place have bought 
Bibles of me to carry in their pockets. Is not 
that a fine weapon ? 
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‘““T reached here safe and went at once to 
see the mayor of this city, who told me he 
was glad to have me work here, but a member 
of the Council failed to see why I should sell 
without paying a license. I went to each 
member of the Council and told of my work, 
and as they saw that the object of the Society 
was to put the Scriptures in the homes of the 
people, and it was not that we were trying to 
make money, but seeking for souls to save, I 
was unanimously given permission to distri- 
bute the Word. 

‘““T hope to put some pulpit Bibles in these 
churches before leaving.’’ 

Mr. Vaughters writes: “I will leave here 
this week. I think I have worked this town 
thoroughly from every two-story house to the 
darkest alley. I was in a home not long ago 
where a poor widow woman lived with a baby 
and three other children. You could see at 
once their poverty. They were all very poorly 
clothed. I talked with her and learned her 
story. She was willing to give the last cent 
she had for the Word. 

‘““T was in a home where a woman had been 
burdened with sickness and has now an in- 
valid son. This woman supports the family. 
I am always delighted to stop at such homes 
where poverty reigns. I showed her my 
stock of Bibles, and as she picked out one 
of our Psalms she was very anxious for it, 
as the type was large and clear, so that she 
could read it. As she pulled out the ten- 
cent piece she said, ‘You are my last, but 
I must have this Book so as I can talk to 
him as I read it. He will help me to under- 
stand it, won’t he?’ I told her that he would, 
and also told her to keep the Psalms and the 
dime and accept the portion as a gift from the 
American Bible Society, who had sent me 
out to look for her. I left her thanking the 
Society for sending me.”’ 


The Light in Darkest Africa 


OLLOWING the report of our Agency 
among the Colored People, it is interest- 
ing to read two letters recently received 
from Africa, one from Miss Leota Ratcliff, 
a missionary of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church at work among the Kroo people, re- 
turning three dollars, proceeds of sale for 
a grant of Testaments and Gospels, and de- 
scribing the demand that there is for them. 
It is as follows: 


I am sending three dollars cash received 
from selling Testaments and Gospels of John 


sent me in November. Will you please send 
me some Bibles? We need them badly in 
the mission, besides a large number of Krco 
people would like to have Bibles and are will- 
ing to pay for them. I would like to have a 
few more Testaments and Bibles for free dis- 
tribution and: some large-print as well as 
small-print Bibles for selling. I would like 
to have some Gospels of Matthew, too. 

One boy who has been named Gilbert 


Haven sold the Testaments that have been 


disposed of. Could you send him a Bible as 
a present for his work? He has not sold all 
those we have, but will in a short time. He 
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will sell the Bibles if you send them. The 
Kroo people are wanting Bibles instead of 
Testaments now. 

There never was such a demand for Bibles 
as there is now. You can walk around Kroo- 
town and see men spelling out verses in the 
Bible. One Liberian would like to have 
a very large-print Bible at as low a price as 
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can be got. 
is right. 

I may be asking too much, but the Bibles 
you sent to be sold will be sold and the money 
sent to you. 


The other letter is from Albert G. Adams, 
Treasurer of the West Africa Mission of the 
(Northern) Presbyterian Church at Batanga, 


He is poor, but tries to do what 
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Kamerun, West Africa. It also indicates 
even more emphatically the growing intelli- 
gence and interest with which the Bible is 
received in West Africa: 


I am sending you a certificate of credit for 
$165.46, representing receipts as follows: 
Mpongwe Scriptures, $4.51; Benga Scrip- 
tures; $21.62) Bue 
Gospels (old edition), 
$6.40; Bulu Gospels and 
Acts (edition of 1909), 
$132.93. 

You will be interested 
to know that the item of 
$132.93 represents the 
entire cost to you of 551 
copies, according to your 
statement of June 11, 
1909.

The old edition 
of the Bulu Gospels is 
the only publication in 
Bulu that has ever been | 
sold for less than its entire cost. The wis-— 
dom of the policy of teaching the people to 
pay for what they receive is demonstrated © 
by the fact that the sales of Bulu publica-— 
tions are out of all proportion to the sales 
of publications in other dialects, not only —

The Southwestern Agency 


HE report of the Southwestern Agency 

for 1909 is an inspiring record of 
achievements. The Agency Secretary, the 
Rey. Glenn Flinn, writes: 


The year’s work in many respects has 
exceeded my expectations. ‘‘ The Lord of 
the Harvest’ has given results even beyond 
what my faith in the beginning of the year 
was able to claim. The year was begun with 
a desire to raise $20,000 for the Sage fund, 
and we hoped also to push the circulation of 
Scriptures from the 12,000 mark to the 25,000 
mark. A summary of results for the year 
shows over $28,000 raised in cash and pledges 
for the Sage fund, and 25,129 volumes put in

‘butions. The newspapers were generally 
courteous and helpful and assisted greatly in 
diffusing information regarding the Society. 


During the year thirty colporteurs visited 
467 towns and villages and 66,715 homes, 
where they circulated more than 16,496 vol- 
umes in twenty-six languages. 22,789 homes 
were found without a Bible. Among the col- 
porteurs employed were three Indian and one 
Bohemian pastor. Several noble women in 
various cities have given their co-operation 
in the work purely as a labor of love, without 
any remuneration whatever. They are Mrs. 
Mary A. Miller, of Sallisaw, Okla., the wife 
of an honored veteran of the Presbyterian 
ministry; Mrs. Lou M. Boyd, of Monticello, 
Ark.; Mrs. Mattie Wright, a deaconess of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Hous- 
ton, Texas; and Miss C. E. Sharp, a teacher 
in the public schools of El Paso, Texas, The 
last-named woman is especially interested 
in evangelizing the two hundred and more 
Chinese in El Paso, and has paid for Chinese 
gospels to be sent to them. 

The large bulk of the work of distribution 
was done by the regularly employed colpor- 
teurs, who have gone into the places of great- 
est need. It was found, as was expected, 
that the majority of people from foreign lands 
were without the Bible, but a surprising con- 
dition of destitution was discovered among 
Americans, even among the whites in certain 
localities. For instance, in the Ozark Moun- 
tain regions of northern Arkansas at least 
fifty per cent of the families visited have been 
found without Bibles. Conditions almost as 
surprising have been found in some east 
Texas sawmill communities. In sections of 
East Oklahoma also, into which our workers 
have as yet been unable to go, communities 
of whites are reported to be destitute of the 
Bible. 

In the states of Louisiana and Texas 
alone, the negro population is nearly a million 
strong and the destitution of the Word among 
them is nearly as great as among the foreign- 
ers. Through the establishment of public 
‘schools the illiteracy of the negro, which 
has barred him from progress, is being grad- 
ually reduced and a desire to read is being 
kindled among them. It is the opportune 
‘time to put the Word into his hands to be his 
source of spiritual enlightenment and moral 
replenishment; that will tell mightily in his 
uplift. 

The reports of the colporteurs tell of 
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many interesting experiences which show the 
vital and important character of the work that 
has been done. Among the English-speaking 
people it was found that between thirty-five 
and fifty per cent of the population were with- 
out Bibles, while among the foreigners the 
proportion was from fifty to ninety per cent. 


The Rev. Mr. Flinn, in closing his report, 
says: 

With these destitute ones in many instances 
ready and anxious to receive the truth, as 
these reports also show, there is an urgent 
demand for enlargement. All signs in the 
Southwestern Agency bid us go hopefully 
forward. God has been good and_ his 
blessings have been upon the work. He is 
still with us, we believe, and he is opening 
wide the doors before us. The lifting pillar 
of his guidance calls for enlarged activity. 
We must be up and following. 


NE of the recommendations of the South- 
ern General Assembly of the Presbyter- 
ian Church in the United States is worthy of 
special attention by all churches, namely, that 
the authorities of each local congregation 
(in this case, of course, the Session) “‘make, 
wherever it may appear needful, some ade- 
quate provision for the local sale of the Bible, 
by enlisting the services of some consecrated 
Christian to this end, and that our ministers. 
and people earnestly strive to supply the des- 
titute around them with the Word of God.”’ 
No wiser suggestion-could be made. In 
most neighborhoods there is need for just 
such effort, and there are usually Christian 
people who with little trouble can be found 
ready to do it. It need not be denomina- 
tional—often joint effort is better. The 
American Bible Society stands ready to help 
by friendly suggestion and oversight where 
this is desirable, not only among Southern, 
Presbyterians, but among Christian Churches. 
and people generally. 
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A RECENT letter from our Agent for Cen- 
tral America, the Rev. James Hayter, gives us 
a cheering glimpse of light in that dark land 
so much needing the Gospel. He says: 

‘“ We are just through our second mission- 
ary conference in Guatemala. Nearly all the 
missionaries were present, and among them 
one of our correspondents from Honduras, 
Miss Nelson. It was not only an opportunity 
for communion and fellowship and mutual 
rejoicing, but it enabled us to help solve each 
other’s problems in the work. I was enabled 
to confer with Miss Nelson regarding our 
Bible work, and also Mr. Knapp from the east 
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of Honduras. We hadthe largest gatherings 
among the Spanish people I have ever seen 
in Central America. About 350 were present, 
and among them Indians rejoicing in their 
salvation. Some of them walked two hun- 
dred miles to be present; many came three 
and four days’ journey. Our representative 
from Salvador, Mr. Percy T. Chapman, was 
also present, and we are glad to see that our 
work in his hands is greatly prospering. 
The longer I stay here the more I praise God 
for allowing me to take part in this great 
work. We believe we are on the eve ofa 
great revival in Central America. Every- 
where the people seem to be expecting some- 
thing to happen.’’
